GIVE LEWIS MORE POWER 7' ■ 
There Is nn Increasing Interest In the pro- 
duction or synthetic gasoline from coal and 
natural The project is urgent enough 
for Secretary or the Interior Knig to ask 
congress to set up a $0,000,000,000 synthetic 
oil program. With dwindling natural sources 
and the chance that overseas fields might 
bo cut off at a time of military need, the 
urgency may not be exaggerated. 

It has been pointed out that, our coal 
aupplles are almost limitless, and that we 
could add gasoline production to our regular 
uses of coal and .still have enough for thou- 
sands of years. But there Is another and more 
immediate aspect of that subject which seems 
to have been overlooked. 

That aspect Is the portly shaggy person of 
John L. Lewis. We can't Imagine anything 
" that would delight Mr. Lewis more than to 
be able to tic up the country's economy even 
further when he gets the urge to play Caesar. 

It would really Inflate his ego and slake 
his thirst for power If, by calling out the 
miners, he could some day Immobilize a part 
of our highway vehicles and aircraft and 
withhold more fuel from homes as well as tie 
up industry and railroads. This would bo 
particularly effective In wartime. And Mr. 
Lewis' actions In World war II gave no In- 
dication that he would ever hesitate simply 
because his pomposity could put the nation 
in moral peril. 

Even with his present limited field of nctlon 
Mr. Lewis is able to do his country an ef- 
fective disservice in the present strike. Look- 
ing at the actual and potential cffecLi of 
this walkout, one wonders at the number 
of targets that Mr. Lewis has chosen In this 
latest display of spite. 

He Is warring with the operators, of course. 
He obviously hates the Republican labor-re- 
lations law and the Democratic administra- 
tion with equal bitterness. 

And If the strike Is halted by government 
Injunction, he must know he can Injure the 
world's democratic nations. For federal in- 
tervention would Rive the communists — 
especially those of free Europe— a wonderful 
talking point. They could talk about "forced 
labor" and "slavo labor" and "fascism" and 
"destruction of the labor movement" In free 
America, And don't think they wouldn't do 
It. 

So the government might well consider the 
character and past history of John L. Lewis 
before It embarks; upon a program that would 
give more power to this economic dictator 
of a free country. No national policy that 
Involves any dependence on his whims can 
be plan ned with certainty, bo lon g

FARMERS' BUREAU— GOOD IDEA 

It would be a good thing lor this com- 
munity If the Twin Falls Chnmbcr of Com- 
merce had n farmers' bureau, as was pro- 
posed here at a mcctijrfr tho other night. 

The city already (hftsTtTrr»rchants' bureau 
affiliated with the Chamber of Commerce, 
and this bureau .ien-.es a real purpose* But 
there Is something lacking In this combina- 
tion. It doesn't go far enough. 

Everyone hereabouts knows that farming 
is the backbone of our economy. For that 
reason It is only logical that the Chamber 
of Commerce and Its merchants' bureau 
should have a cltwer relationship with the 
farmers of this vicinity. Such nn arrange- 
ment would work for greater cooperation nnd 
a better understanding all around. 

That's why It would be n good thing If a 
bureau, representative of the farmers, could 
be set up as an affiliate of the Chamber of 
Commerce, together with the merchants' 
bureau, 

now from experience In civic affairs 
that farmers ns a. whole nre not entirely sold 
on chambers of commerce. In some respects 
this attitude on their part Is Justified, but 
In other respects It Is not. It all results more 
than anything else from failure of farmers 
and chambers of commerce to get together 
on common ground, to work out their re- 
spective problems for their best mutual good. 
/ The Twin Falls Chamber of Commerce has 
' extended a hand of welcome to the farmers. 
Let's hope that the farmers In turn respond 
and that the results prove as gratifying as' 
there is every reason to bellcvo they should. 

There has been a good start In the right 
direction. It would be a shame If the plan 
should fall from any lack of support.
